THE 1JICARAGUAN CANAL. 
It looks as though- the projectors of the 
Is id ragua Oaual were at least as much in 
e i nest as M. Lesieps. They have not, it 
is true, so audacious aud energetic uclaqueur 
to help their scheme forward, but 
then they are free from the inconveniences 
which not infrequently attach to bold and 
si ring imaginative projections. 
For ex­ 
ample, M. La3seps, whose honesty, a con- 
t nporary gravely asserts, ha3 never been 
questioned save by “ blackguards,’* has 
•within the past 
two weeks been 
a: r.ouueing, through his Paris organ, 
tin t subscriptions to his canal were 
pouring in at Sin Francisco at the 
rete of millions of dollars daily, and 
that the American press and people were 
i rfcctly delirious over the amazing suc- 
. ss of the enterprise. 
This is no 
doubt an evidence of the honesty of Mr. 
Lesseps which none but blackguards can 
question, but unfortunately the kind of 
blackguardism which entertains suspicious 
of this sort of etatement is distressingly 
general. Nearly all capitalists and busi­ 
ness men are depraved enough to think 
that a man who lies as intrepidly 
and 
a3 frequently as Mr. 
be'sepa 
has 
lied 
cannot 
be deserving of 
implicit confidence. Those who have fol 
lowed his meteoric career are not at all 
likely to accept his representations of the 
st.ito of the subscription without more 
trustworthy confirmation. On the other 
hand the Nicaragua Company has at least 
a number of very well-known and substan­ 
tial business men at its head, and it has 
furthermore the great advantage of having 
on its side engineering reports much, 
more promising than any respectable 
engineer has yet made concerning the 
1'anaína Canal. Of course if the Nicaragua 
Canal is pushed, aud if it is as easily eon- 
Ktrnctei as is alleged, it can be completed 
Ion g before M. Lessens has accomplished 
his undertaking. And in this event the 
stock of the Panama Canal will very cer­ 
tainly not remain at a premium, or be in 
groat request among investors. 
The 
struggle between the rival enterprises 
meantime promises to bo lively, and the 
public need not care greatly which is vic­ 
torious. 
TEE PORTER CASE. 
Congress lias pasa.d a bill empowering 
the President to reinstate Fitz John Por­ 
ter in the army, with the rank of Colonel, 
on the retired list ; the conditions being 
that he shall not be entitled lo any back 
pay or other emoluments for the time during 
which he has been out of the service. The 
bill was passed by a strict party vote, the 
Republicans all voting against it, save a 
few in the Senate wko declined to vote, and 
the Democrats all voting for it. Senator 
Logan made a very bitter and abusive 
apeeoh on the occasion, comparing Porter 
unfavorably with Jefferson Davis, and inti­ 
mating that if he had had his deserts he 
would have beeu shot by a drum-head 
court-martial. The vituperation of Sen­ 
ator I-iOgan demands explanation ; for 
assuredly there has not been any evidence 
adduced m the later and more care­ 
ful investigation of Porter’s case, to 
warrant such expressions. 
On the 
contrary, it has been proved as conclusively 
as an\ thing humen cm be, that Porter was 
greatly wronged by Pope; that he was not 
aocorded fair play on his first trial; that 
his actions and his positions were flagrantly 
misrepresented; and that in fact he had 
been condemned cn testimony which was 
nearly all worse than worthless. This, 
moreover, is the opinion of some of the 
best military judges in the land, and of 
these more thau one has intimated that if 
strict justice were done another officer 
than Porter ought to l ave been court- 
martialed in this connection. Logan’s par­ 
tisanship appears to have mastered his 
sense of justice, in fret, and it is to be re­ 
gretted, since party i eve: eeemB so mean 
as when it impels men to defend flagrant 
injustice lather than admit that a political 
opponent is in the right.

Whatever the cause or causes may be, 
whether a morbid sentimentalism in pub­ 
lic opinion, or defects in the machinery of 
the Courts, the fact is undeniable that the 
legal penalties for the crime of murder 
have fallen into desuetude in this State. 
When we review the history of criminal 
law during the past ten or twelve years in 
California, we are compelled to conclude 
that no form of murder is too atrocious, 
deliberate, wanton or cold-blooded, to be 
condoned by juries, and we see also that 
the tendency to acquit murderers becomes 
more marked, instead of declining, a3 time 
passes. 
Punishment in capital cases is 
neither prompt nor certain. Men under 
homicidal charges are suffered to lie in 
prison for months, and even years, before 
being tried. It might almost be supposed 
that there was a set purpose to wait until 
all recollection of their crimes had died 
out, to the end that the defense might be 
the better able to influence the jury by 
sentimental appeals. 
So various have 
been the forms of homicide which have 
escaped punishment that thinking men must 
doubt whether there remains any protection 
for human life beyond what every indi­ 
vidual can supply for himself. It lias lately 
been suggested that the public should be 
disarmed, in order to guard againot the 
frequent accidents which result from the 
common habit of carrying weapons. In 
view of the average results of our murder 
trials, however, it would be far more 
logical to propose the abandonment of all 
laws and ordinances against the carrjing 
of concealed weapons, for at the present 
time no man can know when the preser­ 
vation of his life may not depend upon 
his own ability to resist an attack, and it 
is evident that the practical impunity with 
which murder is now committed must en­ 
courage homicidal assaults greatly. As 
the case stands there is in fact no ade­ 
quate restraint imposed upon the malig­ 
nant, the passionate, the quarrelsome man. 
He has been taught by a series of notorious 
cases that he who commits a murder has 
little or nothing to fear beyond a short 
imprisonment. Even in the exceptional 
instances in which a jury sentences a mur­ 
derer to a term in the Penitentiary, the 
convict knows that his period of 
incarceration will really not l>2 half of the 
ostensible term. For when he has been 
in the State Prison two or three years it 
is always possyde to get up a petition for 
com m utation^r pardon, and it will be 
strange indeed if the very men who sat 
upon his case and best know his guilt do 
not lend themselves to his enfranchise­ 
ment—often for no better reason than to 
escape importunity. The result is that 
murder has become to all practical intents 
a crime of less gravity than burglary or 
highway robbery or forgery. The man 
who is convicted of any one of these of­ 
fenses is apt to serve out his full term, 
but directly a murder is committed strong 
interest is excited in the fate of the crim­ 
inal, and there are plenty of soft-hearted 
and softer-headed people to enlist them­ 
selves in the mischiovous work of nullify­ 
ing the laws and making them con­ 
temptible. 
_____ 
It is time to ask the public in all 
seriousness where they think these tenden­ 
cies will lead them, if no steps are taken 
to prevent homicide aud to protect human 
life. Very probably the public have not 
given auy thought to the subject at all. 
They are either indifferent, or they are in­ 
fluenced by morbid sentiment, or they 
content themselves with a passing ex­ 
pression of disgust at each fresh failure of 
justice, and so let the matter go. But if 
we may judge from similar experience 
elsewhere, the paralysis of justice which 
now characterizes our Courts in murder 
cases must before long lead to the setting 
up of lawless methods of vengeance. That 
is to say, that when men realize the 
impotence of the machinery Society 
has established, they will take the admin­ 
istration of the law into their own hands. 
It does not necessarily follow that Lynch 
law will be adopted. But the con­ 
ditions which obtain in the Southern 
and Eome of the Western States, where 
blood feuds are still common, must be 
expected. 
Thus when a father or a 
brother has been shot down on some trivial 
pretext, his next of kin will take up the 
quarrel and assume the duty of the avenger, 
and in this way primitive barbarism will 
be reverted to. We say that this is one of 
the natural and inevitable results of the 
kind of conditions at present existing. 
Men will not always be content to see 
murderers turned loose after farcical trials. 
Presently there will come to the front peo­ 
ple whose resentment is too strong and 
their passions too high to submit to these 
fiascos, and they will do what the law has 
failed to do. If it is alleged that what we 
predict would be in effect an arrest of our 
civilization and a movement backward, 
we entirely agree with this interpretation. 
But we must point out that the 
backward 
movement 
has 
already 
begun, and that it is manifested in the dis­ 
graceful impotence of our laws against 
murder. There is no test of real civiliza­ 
tion more trustworthy than the degree of 
regard paid to human life, and the degree 
of precaution us:d to guard it. Neither 
wealth nor commerce are nearly such 
sure evidences of advancement. California 
may increase in riches, but so long as hu­ 
man life is not protected by her laws it 
cannot Ire said with truth that her civiliza­ 
tion is progressing. Murder unpunished 
begets murder, and the driveling senti­ 
mentality which grieves over the fate of an 
assassin has nothing in common with the 
well-Doised spirit of justice which realizes 
that the first duty of Society is to protect 
the individual, aud to punish crime sternly. 


Me CORD'S AMENDMENT. 
Congressman McCord has introduced an 
amendment to the United States Constitu­ 
tion which provides as follows : “ That the 
“ Presidential, State and county elections 
“ shall be held on the first Tuesday after 
“ the first Monday in November; that 
“ State Legislatures shall divide the State 
“ into election precincts containing not 
“ more than 500 electors; that such district 
“ shall have not less than one public school, 
“ accessible to all children from 5 to 21 years 
“ old, without distinction on account of 
“ race or color ; that no fund* shall be ap- 
“ propriated for sectarian schools ; that no 
“ citizen born within the Uuited States 
“ who has not attended a public or other 
“ school five years, and is unable to read 
“ and write, shall vote ; that the failure of 
“ any State in these points shall be deemed 
“ a failure to maintain a republican form 
“ of government, aid Congress may by act 
“ exclude the representatives of such State, 
“ and the electoral vote of the same, until 
“ the required legislation is enacted." The 
central purpcse of this amendment appears 
to be to intrjdues what is loosely called an 
educational qualification, and to unite 
with this a method of securing the com­ 
plete distribution of the pnblic school 
system, while putting up a new bar» ‘ 
rier against the aggressions of sectarian- 1 


Í3m. If the result was to enforce a com­ 
mon school education throughout the 
Union there can be no doubt that it would 
be productive of much benefit to the 
Southern States especially, and that it 
would lift the colored people out from 
under the influence of prejudice in that 
region. The provision against any diver, 
sion of State school funds to sectarian 
schools appears to be justifiable. It is 
very certain that systematic efforts are 
being made in various parts of the country 
to secure such a division of the school fund 
as is here prohibited, and the danger ap­ 
pears to ho greatest in some of the centers 
of population, where the effect of Buch a 
c’naD2e would be most marked. As regards 
the idea of establishing the reading and 
writing test, however, wc question whether 
the results would be satisfactory. So 
much education as consists merely in the 
ability to read and write cannot be re­ 
garded as an efficient safeguard against 
the dangers which belong to ignorance of 
the duties and obligations of citizenship. 
The difficulty of framing an educational 
test of aDy kind which would not do at 
least as much harm as good, has hitherto 
prevented tho adoption of such a plan, and 
we do not see that Mr. McCord has 
overcome this difficulty. For example, 
there are many really shrewd and 
clear minded men who cannot read and 
write; and there are many utter simple­ 
tons who can do both. To exclude the 
first and admit tho second would certainly 
not strengthen or elevate the suffrage. 
Reading and writing arc in truth no tests 
of mental capacity, or of fitness to possess 
the franchise, and this proposition would 
break down, from its inherent defects, if 
ever tried. Aside from all considerations 
of the difficulty attending any proposal for 
a restriction of the suffrage, we must hold 
that the way to elevate the masses lie’ ia 
other directions. It is after all a practical 
acquaintance with their own institutions 
and the principles underlying tho3e in­ 
stitutions, which is needed to make the 
employment of the franchise safe, and 
that kind of knowledge is not to taught in 
the public schools as to be retained in 
after life. In a word, it is not education 
in the abstract which is required, but a 
particular kind of education, and to obtain 
this it is necessary to reorganize the whole 
system. IVe think Mr. McCord has there­ 
fore begun at the wroDg end, and though 
some of his propositions are sound, we do 
not think that his amendment as a whole 
deserves to be adopted. 
CARRYING THE GOSPEL TO THE IN­ 
DIANS. 
A new element has been infused into the 
Oklahoma invasion. 
Some missionaries 
have joined the raiders, and announce their 
pious purpose of carrying the gospel to the 
Indians in this novel way. The so-called 
colonists appear to have caught eagerly at 
the new catch-word, and they seem dis­ 
posed to assume the pretense of a sort of 
Holy War, as a convenient cover for their 
real designs. We are not informed what 
church is honored by the membership of 
these missionaries, but they must be singu­ 
lar men if they fail to perceive that evan­ 
gelization is not to be prosperously intro­ 
duced by law-breaking and outrage. It is 
true that in times past Mohammed carried 
the Koran in one hand and the sword in 
the other, and gave the people 'whom lie 
conquered their choice between the two ; 
but the world has grown wiser since then, 
and it ¡3 not now permitted even to i'anat 
ieism to present the gospel at men’s heads 
in this highwayman fashion. The Okla­ 
homa raiders intend nothing less than the 
forcible appropriation of lands which do not 
belong to them, aud they propose to gain 
these lauds by defying and violating the sol­ 
emn engagements of the United States with 
the Indians. They are therefore preparing 
to break the laws of their own country, 
and to trample upon its undertakings with 
it3 wards, and if the missionaries can find 
anything in the Gospel to warrant such a 
line of action they must have an edition of 
that work not known to the world at large. 
Their foolish and weak-minded course is, 
however, calculated to give force to the 
lawless men with whom they have cast 
their lot, aud the result of their preposter­ 
ous experiment may quite possibly be to 
precipitate a collision between the United 
States troops and the raiders, and to ex­ 
pose the latter to serious punishment. 
Whoever really wishes to evangelize the 
Indians will have to persuade them in the 
first place that the Christian religion has 
some practical connection with the course 
of treatment to which they have been sub­ 
jected by tho United States Government 
and people, and we fear that this is a task 
beyond the capacity of even the most en­ 
thusiastic of missionaries. 
THE PANAMA CANAL. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


M. Lessep8 has been greatly assisted in 
floating the shares of his canal by the pecu­ 
liar condition of the money market. There 
has been a plethora of capital seeking in­ 
vestment for some time past, and during 
the last three months this condition of 
things has led to the inception of a great 
number of highly speculative enterprises, 
aud to the creation of a period of inflation 
generally. It was at the top of this flood- 
tide that M. Lcsseps launched his scheme, 
and the result is that it has been success­ 
fully floated, if the reports which reac'i us 
may be credited. 
Under the circum­ 
stances a very1 much more doubtful 
project would have had an equally’ cor­ 
dial welcome, for the spirit of speculation 
is as general and as feverish as at the 
culmination of any of the gambling eras 
which precede financial panics. Of course 
the floating of the stock is not equivalent 
to the successful accomplishment of the 
scheme. It only means that there are 
enough people willing to bet npon its suc­ 
cess to mako the attempt financially prac­ 
ticable. If the views of some of the most 
experienced engineers living are trustwor­ 
thy, the difficulties to be overcome before 
the canal is an accomplished fact will try 
the skill and courage of M. Lesseps to the 
utmost ; and if their views are correct it 
by no means follows that even if the canal 
is finished it will be possible to maintain it 
in operation. So far it must bo remem­ 
bered that nothing has occurred to disprove 
the assertion that the canal is not a feasible 
undertaking. 
Prisoner En Route. — Sheriff F. M. 
i; dun, of Yelo county, came over last night 
en route to Folsom with a prisoner named 
John Roach, who has been sentenced to a 
term of two years for grand larceny. Roach 
was in a saloon in Woodland a few evenings 
since, when a milkman came in and casually 
remarked that he had b:eu collecting. An 
acquaintance jokingly asked where be car­ 
ried his money, and he replied, “ Under the 
cushion on the wagon-seat.” Roach imme­ 
diately afterward elipp-d ont of the a»loon 
and took the money. He wu arrested a few 
days afterwards on suspicion, but denied all 
knowledge of the matter in talking to the 
Deputy Sheriff, who arrested him. Sheriff 
Rabm. whom Roach did not know, attei- 
wards had a talk with him as if a confidant, 
and Roach admitted the whole matter, and 
hence he was convi ;ted.

Tlie Appointment of McKinley - Indig­ 
nant Soul liern Sen.Tors. 
W ashington, December 15th.—The nomi­ 
nation of D. A. McKinley as Consul at 
Honolulu to-day ws- procured by his brother, 
Congressman McKinley, of Ohio, there 
being, so far as known, no recommendations 
for his appointment on file from any mem­ 
ber of the California delegation. It is 
learned that his brother, who is an old iriend 
of President Hayes, tried to get him ap­ 
pointed Collector of Internal Revenue for 
¡San Francisco district, but the President, 
while ree.dily agreeing to provide for him, 
preferred to give him the place vacated by 
John M. Morton at Honolulu. 
there is much comment this evening cor.- 
c’riiirg the nomination of Circuit Judge 
Woods for the seat on the Supreme 
Bench resigned by Justice Strong. He is 
conceded to be an able Judge, and is highly 
esteemed by lawyers of the Southern circuit; 
but there is much indignation among South­ 
ern Senators, and no little amusement among 
disinterested outsiders, that'he is credited to 
"Georgia,” alihuugh a citizen of Ohio by 
birth aud rei-ideuce until the period of the 
war of the rebellion. Several Southern Sen­ 
ators to-day declared emphatically that they 
will oppose his confirmation upon the ground 
that it is grossly unfair to proceed in this 
way to fill the Supreme Bench with Ohio 
meD, and the present indications are that a 
pretty stormy fight will be made against 
•ludge Woods’ confirmation on this account. 
It is the general belief, however, that he will 
bs confirmed, in which case he will relieve 
Justice Bradley of the Southern Supreme 
Court circuit, and Bradley will be assigned to 
the Pennsylvania, Delaware and New Jersey 
circuit, hitherto the field of Justice Strong. 
Woods ia described as a small man, fifty years 
of age, with bright, keen eyes, aud a great 
worker. He has a wife and two children, 
and has recently built a residence in Atlanta, 
his home for a number of years previously 
having been in Montgomery, Alabama. 
CaliTuriiin Indian War Bonds. 
Washington, December 15th.—Senator 
Farley to-day introduced a biil directing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay J. B. Smith, 
of Baltimore, 8570, the amount of coupons 
of 37 Indian war bond» issued by California 
in 1852, the liability for which was subse­ 
quently assumed by the General Government. 
It appears that these coupons were not pre­ 
sented for payment uatil the balance of the 
Congressional appropriations hail lapsed into 
the United States Treasury. 
.Vilion.il Board «T Trade. 
W ashington, December 15th.—The Na­ 
tional Board of Trade begun its annual meet­ 
ing to-day. About GO members, represent­ 
ing 15 or 20 leading Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce of the principal 
cities of the country were present. 
Belircuirnl of Small Legal Tender Notes. 
Washington, December 15th.—The bill 
introduced to-day by Senator Hill of Colo­ 
rado, for the retirement of small legal tender 
notes, provides that in place of legal tender 
notes of denominations less thau 8-5 which 
may be held in the treasury or hereafter pre­ 
sented for redemption, the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall each month substitute a note 
of the same character hut. of higher denomi­ 
nations, to the amount (is nearly as practi­ 
cable) of the standard silver dollars coined 
during that mouth, and that no more legal 
tender notes of a lower denomination than 85 
shall hereafter be printed. A copy of this 
hill was introduced iu the House lo day by 
Representative Belford. 
Miscellaneous W ashington Hears. 
Chicago, December 15th.—The Intcr- 
Oeean’s Washington special says : Officials of 
the Northwestern and Milwaukee and St 
Paul Railroads are here, striving for a treaty 
for Sijux lands which shall give their re­ 
spective roads the first opportunity to reach 
the Black Hills. 
Senator Mahoney intimates to-day that he 
will vote for George C. Gorham for Secretary 
of the Senate. Gorhams ¡3 his personal 
friend. 
General Grant remarked to your corre­ 
spondent that his interest in the Isthmus 
Canal dated from early life. He tried to have 
something done about it before he was Presi­ 
dent, but failed, and when he was elected 
caused a survey to be made of every possible 
route. In this way he learned that Nica­ 
ragua was the best. There were many 
reasons for this of special character. Nica­ 
ragua was further north, ard more direct and 
nearer the United States. He did not think 
the country could sit by and see a canal built 
across the Isthmus by Europeans. It would 
be the same thing as though the United 
States had gone to Suez aud tried to take 
jiossession of it. As to tho railroad opposi­ 
tion, he did not expect that they would be 
friendly, but if it was built of course com­ 
merce would go as usual through that 
channel. 
The letter of Wade Hampton, disclaiming 
that he intended to challenge Secretary Sher­ 
man when he informed Sherman that his ad­ 
dress was at, Columbia, attracted much at­ 
tention. This disclaimer from Hampton was 
published because of a severe letter from a 
South Carolinan living iu California, who 
charged Hampton with causing the defeat of 
Hancock. Alter summing up the Democratic 
blunder, the writer adds : "But these causes 
put together were not so potent for harm as 
General Hampton’s utterances. His speeches 
upon the nomination of Hancock and at 
Staunton told terribly against us, but the 
worst and most unfortunate of all was his cor­ 
respondence looking to a duel with John Sher­ 
man. But for that, Hancock might have 
beeu President and the people of the South free 
from Federal interference for the next four 
years. The writer is an admirer of Hamp­ 
ton. His great services to the people of 
South Carolina eutitle him to their lasting 
gratitude. He has many friends in this 
country, and they are not altogether con­ 
fined to the Democratic party. I have heard 
but one feeling expressed in relation to his 
Sherman correspondence, and that is one of 
deep mortification and disappointment that 
with one breath Rich a high reputation for 
prudence and statesmanship ehculd be irre­ 
trievably lost.” This letter has resulted in 
the imhlication of Hampton’s attempt at 
self-defense. 
Bush far Investm ent—Flsli Culture. 
Chicago, December 15th.—The books for 
subscriptions to the four per cent, loan, with 
which it is proposed to take up the 8840,000 
of six per cent, bonds, were opened yester­ 
day. and up to this evening $300,000 woith 
of the bonds have been subscribed for at par. 
So great was the rush, and so evident was it 
that capitalists and bankers would secure the 
whole loan, and thus keep it out of the 
hands of the people, that restrictions were 
placed on the subscriptions which will, it is 
hoped, result in the poorer people beiDg able 
to invest in these securities. 
The Central Western Fish Cultural So­ 
ciety met here to day, to consider the ques­ 
tion of propagating fish in western streams 
and lakes.

The Trouble In Ireland. 
D ublin, December 15th.—At the Cork 
Asrizes to-day, John Tower and a party of 
armed men who forcibly entered a house from 
which the tenants had been evicted near 
Tralee, County Kerry, in the night about a 
fortnight ago, and split the ears of the occu­ 
pant, a bailiff, were acquitted, although 
identified by the prosecutor. 
London, December 15th.—William Bence 
Jones, an Englishman aud a large land­ 
owner, residing at Li-silane, County Cork, 
writes to the Times that lie expended £250,­ 
000 on the improvement of his property, aud 
has hitherto enjoyed good relations with his 
tenants; but because he refuses to accept 
Griffith's valuation his tenants have beeu de­ 
terred by threats from paying their rent. He 
is threatened that his grave will be dug op­ 
posite his door. His laborers are compelled to 
leave him, and none dare buy his produce, 
because when it is Hent to market, it is sur­ 
rounded by a howling mob. 
A correspondent of the Times at Cork says: 
.When .Jones on Tuesday tried to ship 80 head 
of cattle and sheep to Bristol for sale, a number 
of large shippers informed the steamship 
company that they would cease their dealings 
with it if the cattle were shipped, and the 
company consequently refused to take the cat. 
tie, as also did the Clyde Shipping Company. 
Finally the drovers refn-ed to tend the cattle, 
which, after straying through the streets, 
were finally driven by the poliee to the Great 
Western Railway, and that company for­ 
warded them to Dublin by train, in spite of 
the efforts of the “Boycotters” to prevent the 
company from supplying a train. Jones is 
unpopular because of his writings in the peri­ 
odical press in opposition to public works. 
The police promised to protect the laborers if 
they would remain until Mr. Jones arrived, 
but they refused. The 1 .and League will 
support the laborers who left the estate. The 
family of Mr. Jones are attending to the re­ 
maining cattle, protected by armed poiic?, 
and the house is guarded at night. The 
seizure of the lodge is expected. 
When Jones’ cattle arrived at Dublin they 
were treated the same way as at Cork. An 
attempt will be made to-day to ship the cat­ 
tle to Glasgow or Liverpool. If that fails, 
Jones’ agent will telegraph for instructions 
whether the cattle shall be consigned to 
Biistol by way of Belfast. In the meantime 
the police guard the cattle. 
D ublin. December loth.—The trial of Hea- 
lyand Walsh, for intimidating farmer Man­ 
n ng commenced this morning. They pleaded 
not guilty. The court was crowded. 
LONDON, December 15th.—Manning, the 
person who, it is alleged, was intimidated, 
denied the petition put in by the prosecution, 
in which he (Manning) Btated that Healy and 
Walsh threatened him, and now states that 
he was neither threatened nor afraid.

Works a t T o d h u n te i’s B reak a n d Wash­ 
ington P o in t C om pleted. 


The new levee around the Todhunter break, 
a short distance above Washington, bas been 
completed, and is a tine piece of work. This 
new piece of levee, as has been heretofore 
stated, is constructed on the inside of the 
break and in the form of about a third part 
of a circle, so as to include within it sufficient 
material to make the embankment. This 
was done to build around a dec-p cut which 
the action of the water had made where the 
ievee formerly stood. The circular structure 
just built is about fourteen hundred feet long, 
measuring along the center of the cre--t, and 
is built to an average hight of between 13 and 
14 feet from the natural earth surface. The 
top of the levee is six feet in width. 
The 
slope on the river side is on the scale of four 
feet horizontal spread to each perpendicular 
foot, and on the other side it has a steeper 
slope of two feet to one. The work has a 
very substantial look, and the embankment 
already seems very firm since settled by the 
recent rains. 
' 
_ 
The work on the improvements at Wash­ 
ington Point w ill be completed to-day, and 
it is believed will prove entirely successful 
aud sufficient for the purposes for which it 
is made. 
The levee has been well recon­ 
structed, and a good slope given out into 
where the current of the river formerly flowed, 
and this slope fully protected with thick brush 
revetment, 
which 
has 
been 
heretofore 
fully, described. ¡Seven spins of piles and 
bmshwork have been built cut from the 
levee to the line of the outer barrier, which 
have successfully carried the current farther 
out from the shore, and it is expected will 
fuily prevent any future cutting in that 
vicinity, and eventually fill in by depusit of 
sediment and extend the present bank much 
further into the river. From a measurement 
made yesterday it was ascertained that a de- 
p sit of sediment to the depth of two and 
one half inches was made, in between two 
a id three days, 1 .st week, when the river rosea 
little higher from the recent rain. This de­ 
posit was made between the spurs where the 
current has been retarded, and where the 
water se< ms at once to drop its load to the 
bottom. 
This shows as a result of the work 
for holding back the current and reforming 
the bank, a deposit of nut less than an inch 
per day during the recent rise above the loca­ 
tion where the measurement was made, and 
the water has not thus far this winter been 
so heavily charged with sediment as it is 
wheu the river is much higher. Should these 
works, therefore, be found to be sufficient to 
withstand the flood currents, and no fear is 
entertained by those'best capable of judging 
in this matter, it can readily be perceived to 
what extent this simple and economical brush 
work can be made to control the current and 
protect the lands along the Sacramento.

By Hill (Col.)—F or the retirem ent of small legal 
tenders.

By Pendleton—To regulate 
and promote the 
efficiency of the Civil Service ; also, against political 
assessment of United States officials. 
Coke announced th at on Tuesday next he w ill afek 
consideration of the Senate hill providing for the 
allotm ent of hn d s in severalty to Indians, and ex­ 
tending the laws of St tes and Territories over the 
Indi ms. 
He said the bill is thought im portant by 
the Interior Department. 
Burnside and M umll advocated the bill devoting 
a part of the pr oceeds of tbe salea oí publ.c lands to 
public education. 
Senator Brown followed M omll in support of the 
bill. 
H i p inted out th at nearly all our prom inent 
men from Washington to Garfield, had b^en of poor 
parentage, and ha i, by their th irst for knowledge 
and their industry, worked their way up to the 
top. 
Doubtless 
thousands 
of 
boys of 
equal 
capoci'7 
with 
thoso 
he 
had 
mentioned 
had remained m ute 
and 
inglorious 
through 
the 
absolute 
Impossibility of overcoming un­ 
favorable 
circumstances 
and 
obtaining 
the 
necessary education to lift them above the mass. 
Brown referred to tbe great advantage enjoyed by 
New England in comparison w ith other sec.ions of 
the country, by reason of her supremacy in educa­ 
tion. Shy h id furnished or educated most of Jffie 
m en who hail controlled our public affairs. The 
growth of Prussia and German predominance were 
explicable by the education of the whvlc mass of 
the people, m aking every individual man an intelli­ 
gent aid to the State in war or peace. There were 
special reas m s why tho South should favor this 
bill. The Senator from Verm ont (Morrill) had re­ 
ferred to the alarm ing am ount of illiteracy in the 
United States, but had not analyzed i*. Unfortunately 
it was disproportionately great in the South. 
One 
reason for tbis was th at under the old system of 
Southern society more attention was given to educa­ 
tion of the ruling classes than th at of the whole 
mass. A nother reason was the non-education of 
slaves. 
All now agree th at the blacks should be ed­ 
ucated, bu t the South was too poor to do it alone. 
They lost two billion dollars in the value of slaves 
which they held constitutionally before the w a r; 
they spent two billion* more In m aintaining their 
armies, and lost an immense am ount bv the destruc­ 
tion of property. 
He thanked the fram ers of the 
bill for providing that the greater am ouut of money 
appropriated by the bill should go to the ^ tate 
w here there was the most illiteracy. 
He compli­ 
mented the negroes on their solf-oontrol and pe ce- 
ableness under their new political condition, 
lie 
had more belief than lie had once in their future 
advancement among the races. The whole country 
was interested in tho intelligence of the colored 
population. There was & complaint that the ne­ 
groes were cheated at the polls. 
Educate these peo­ 
ple up to a knowledge of their rights and the form 
and spirit of our Government, and there will be less 
and less danger. 
He hoped the blacks and whites 
alike would he educated in the love of republican 
institutions. 
He reiterated his belief th a t Republi­ 
can institutions could best be insured by the spread 
of education, aud appealed to the Republicans < f all 
parts of the country to secure a general benefit by 
this means. 
Brown stood at the desk upon the Republican side 
of the chamber and faced the Republican members 
whiie sjK.-ukiiig, bu t was listened to with marked 
interest by all present. 
The bill was then informally laid aside until to ­ 
morrow, w hen it is designed to reach a vote. 
Ou motion of Cockrell, the Senato too* up the 
Senate bill for the relief of Samuel A. Lowe, appro­ 
priating $4,750 to pay him for services and expenses 
as Clerk of the Ten itorial Legislature of Kansas in 
1855. 
Ingalls said this was an attem pt to have granted 
compensation for the compilation of wh it are known 
as the “ bogus statutes of Kansas,” or the slave 
code, which was repealed and publicly burned by 
the Free Soilers as soon as they obtained control of 
tbe State. 
The statutes were the blackest, most 
damnable body of laws ever attem pted to be passed. 
They never were recognized as the laws of Kansas. 
Ingalls, in responding to Vest, said he did uot 
propose a t this period of tho nation’s history to en­ 
ter upon a vindication of John Browm. John Brown 
was executed as a traitor on the 2d of December, 
1859, bu t the nation took up the flag th at he laid 
down at Har]>er’s Ferry and bore it through four 
years of war to Appomatox Court-house. John 
Brown was about four years ahead of his time. 
It 
was the nation th at was laggard, and it required but 
very few years after his decease for the nation to 
occupy the platform on which he stood. 
Ingalls did not intend to be drawn into any con­ 
troversy with Vest, on this subject. 
He had sim­ 
ply stated th at the aws of Missouri formed the 
baais of the code in question, being changed or 
supplem ented in such respects as to fit them for the 
peculiar state of society desired to be established in 
Kansas. 
He continued to argue against the valid­ 
ity of Lowe’s claim. 
Lowe’s claim had slept to 
await its opportunity. 
Cockrell held th at Lowe had earned his pay. 
Vest referred to the remark of Ingalls that it was 
based on the code of Missouri. 
No such statutes 
ever existed in Missouri. 
He did uot propose to re­ 
vive the quest ious of th at terrible period. 
Slavery 
was dead, and he had no wish to bring it to life ; 
b u t he could not refrain, since the subject had been 
brought up, from saying th at violeuue begot vio­ 
lence and outrage provoked outrage. 
The people 
sent out by Plym outh Church and other parties of 
God and m ortality, headed by that Johu Brown who 
afterward justly expiated his crime on the gallows 
at Harper s Ferry, were responsible for much of the 
violence of th at unfortunate time. 
lie did net pro­ 
pose quietly to hear the people of Missouri charged 
with projecting slavery I t at utea into Kansas. 
Lowe 
was an irresponsible servant, and should be paid for 
bis clerical work. 
Edmunds said he began to get interested in this 
bill since John Brown's name had been brought up, 
although, he added, nothi g th at can be said of him 
in this Senate, good or evil, will m ar the brightness 
of th at fame th at will go down as a type of honest, 
though it may be misguided, love of liberty. 
His 
body li k moldering in the grave, but his soul, I 
thank God, is marching on. 
The Senate, without action, adjourned. 


H o u se . 
Washington, December 15th.— Bedford of Colo 
rudo introduced a bill for the retirem ent of small 
legal tenders. 
The bill pensioning the widow' of the late Presi­ 
dent Tyler $100 a m onth was passed. 
Baker reported the fortification biP, and tiic 
House went into committee to consider it, Wood 
agreeing to let it have ti e precedence over the 
funding bill. 
After 
debate, Johnston 
of 
Virginia, 
under 
direction of the Military Committee, offered an 
am endm ent increasing 
the 
appropriation from 
$100,000 to $500,000. 
Catlin argued against the amendment, and sug­ 
gested th at the modern and effective method of de­ 
fending sea porti wan the torpedo system. 
Speer argued, on the authority of General Grant, 
th at what was needed was not more extensive forti­ 
fications hut powerful guns. The am endm ent was 
rejected—ayos 50, noes 90. 
The other amendments, offered by Reagan, Fort 
and Kills, were all either rejected or ruled out. 
EUis complained th at with 15,000-miles of utterly 
defenseless sea coast we were iu a bad plight. 
War 
m ight come at any tim e. The nations of the world 
w ere constantly quarreling, and a strong navy was 
our surest safeguard. 
Randall u rjed economy, and said an increased ap­ 
propriation was useless. There was no danger of a 
oreign war. 
Ellis referred to the Iuterocea'-ic Canal, and said 
the |>os8iblo complications r.rising therefrom were 
additional reasons for 6?a coast defense. 
Randall said European financiers refused to move 
in th at m atter unless it had tho absolute commenda­ 
tion of the American Government. 
Did not Ellis 
know this ? 
Regarding the war in South America, 
other Governments had sought the United States to 
take the initiative etej» f r bringing about |»eaee. 
The European Governments in this instance had 
practically acknowledged the Monroe doctrine, and 
instead of undertaking to make peace they had come 
t<» the United Stales, and had asked us to be an ar 
hitrator. 
He maintained, in view of history* that 
the apprehensions th at were attem pted t<* be raised 
her» th at this country was to ha\ c a foreign war, 
and that therefore appropriations should be made 
which were not essential, and which, if the poliey 
was continued, would cause a large increase of ex­ 
penditures, were not wrisc, and he appealed to the 
House, without regard to party, to meet this a t­ 
tem pt to increase appropriations on the threshold, 
ami prevent that policy being inaugurated as the 
policy of this expiring House. 
Let the increase in 
appropriations rest with those who would come to 
the next Congress. 
The committee then rose and reported the bill to 
the House, and it passed. 
Gibson of I.oui8iana, from the Committee on Mis­ 
sissippi Levees, reported a bill appropriating $1, 
800,000 for the improvement of the Mississippi 
river, to be expended by direction of the Secretary 
of W ar In accordance with the recommendation, 
plans, specifications and estimates, and under the 
advisory supervision of the Mississippi River Com­ 
mission. 
Ordered printed and recommitted. 
Adjourned.

Judge Keyser, in giving his de­ 
cision, said ho had never but once or 
tw ice heard parties of such good and equal 
standing as plaintiff and defendants, swear 
to such contradictory statem ents .about 
facts concerning which both sides must be 
well informed, and the conclusion could 
not but be inevitable that perjury had 
been committed. 
H e could uot tell, of 
course, which party told the truth. 
If the 
case were to be decided merely upon the 
verbal testimony he would decide for the 
defendants because of their united and 
positive testim ony being stronger than 
that of plaintiff, who was not so positive 
and exact, and whose memory had been 
somewhat fraiL 
But he could not decide 
from the verbal testim ony only when it 
was so conflicting, but would be governed 
in his decision by documentary evidence 
introduced by defendants, but which was 
in favor of plaintiff. 
The judgment in­ 
volves the payment of about §10,000 on a 
promissory note given by the McCargars, 
who have for years been leasing large 
farms from Colby. 
Another suit ou a 
promissory note for about §600 has been 
commenced by Colby.
